Do not plant the trees closer than 40 feet to each other. 


In commercial plantings, it is better to space them 60 
by 60 feet. 


In ideal pecan soils, the post-hole digger may be 
used to open the holes for the trees. Plant the trees 
about two inches deeper than they stood in the nurs- 
ery row. Return the good top soil to the hole first, water 
well, and finish refilling hole with dirt and tamp well. 

After trees are well established, good commercial fer- 
tilizer is beneficial. Cover crops are especially good. 
By all means, spray as needed. Consult your County 
Agent about local conditions. 


In tight soils, it is better to open a good-sized hole so 
the trees will find a friendlier place in which to estab- 
lish themselves.

STUART'S FINE PEACHES 


Peaches may be successfully grown on any soil that will produce aver- 
age yields of farm crops. They preier the lighter soils such as sandy loams, 
but will do well on heavier soils if well drained. Many fine orchards are 
found growing in soils with a mixture of clay. Peach trees do not like wet 
feet, so soggy and sub-irrigated soils should be avoided. 


The trees transplant readily, grow rapidly and fruit early. A peach 
orchard is so easily set and brings such early returns that every home, 
be it city or farm, should have one. If you have peach soil, plant a com- 
mercial orchard, because peach orchards are returning good profits. 


We recommend setting peach trees 30 feet each way and for convenient 
cultivation. Cultivate as needed and adhere to the spraying schedule sug- 
gested by your county agent. He will be glad to assist you. 


We have earnestly tried to give you true information about the peaches 
listed, what they are, and to which localities they are best suited. The 
peaches recommended as commercial are commercial peaches, and other 
representations are according to our own belief. Varieties are listed accord- 
ing to ripening date, and dates given are for North Central Texas.

Plant trees as soon as possible after arrival. However, if they 
arrive during a severe freeze, store the package in a cellar or tight 
room with NO HEAT until thawing weather. Then soak them in water 
for 1 or 2 hours. Try to have the holes ready before unpacking trees. 
Remove from package, one at a time, or if all are removed, place in 
water until you get them in the ground. DIG HOLES LARGE ENOUGH 
AND DEEP ENOUGH TO ACCOMMODATE THE ROOTS WITHOUT 
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CRAMPING. Set in ground about 2 inches deeper than they grew in 
the nursery. Fill holes about two-thirds full of good top soil. SOAK 
THOROUGHLY WITH WATER. After water has thoroughly soaked in, 
finish filling hole with soil, pack lightly, and rewater. BY ALL.MEANS, 
DO NOT UNPACK YOUR TREES AND EXPOSE TO WIND AND SUN. 
THIS IS VERY INJURIOUS, AND THEY MAY DIE AS A RESULT. It is 
better not to fertilize trees UNTIL THE SECOND GROWING SEASON.
